The bill abolishes the present system of 
redemption agencies in the redemption 
cities, and requires every bank to keep 
on deposit in the Treasury five per cent. 
of its circulation to be used for the re- 
demption of its notes when presented in 
sums of $1,000 or multiples thereof. 
Hereafter the redemption of bank notes 
in sums less than $1,000 can only take 
place at the counter of the bank.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTION. 
Sr. Joun Or Jacone,’ April 16, 1874. 


On the morning of the 7th of this 
month the witches, Diego Lugo and his 
son G. Porras, were executed in the pub- 
lic square of this place, having failed to 
cure the bewitched Silvester Zacarias, as 
they had compromised themselves to do. 

They were to have been executed on 
the night of the 6th. The execution was 
ordered at ten o'clock at night, the 
witches being placed in the center of the 
bonfire and a square being formed of sixty 
men, armed with Mexican knives. The 
place itself was then encircled, when it! 
was ordered that the persons who had at 
different times assisted the witches should 
light the fire, which was done immedi- 
ately. 

Soon after the fire had commenced to 
blaze the witches cried out, “Mr. Judge, 
put out the fire and we will give up our 
idols.” An order was given and imme- 
diately carried out to extinguish the fire 
and loosen the witches; whefeupon the 
multitude present oned. Mr, 
Damian Lerma to with the! 
witches to their house and receive the 
idols which they offered to give up, 
which was done, the latter handing over 
a little pouch-shaped loadstone and the 
stones from the sea, enveloped in cotton 
and paper, which were deposited in the 
court. At the same time the witches de- 
nounced as accomplices Joseph M. Men- 
doza, Francisco Mendoza and_ their 
father, Rafael Mendoza. The people, 
indignant at such acts, asked that the 
execution of the witches and the burn- 
ing of the idols they had presented 
should be carried out, which was done 
as { have already announced.

In 
regard to the cure of the bewitched I 
will advise you in due time. The case 
was a very sad one, M. Prefect, but nec- 
essary in order to restrain the evils which 
are being commit®d from time to time; 
fur notwithstanding the execution, 
learned yesterday that the accused, 
Joseph M. Mendoza, said that ‘‘sooner or 
later we would pay forall this.” So you 
sec, M. Prefect, the seoffing of such per-

The Southern and Wéstern States to 
Get More Money—Applications | 
for New Banks Invited. 


_ — 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—The .Comp- 
troller of the Currency fs prepared to re- 
ceive applications for the organization of 
National Banks in all the Western and 
Southern States. Applications may be 
made by letter, giving the names of not 
less than five shareholders of the proposed 
organization, which should be accompa- 
nicd with the endorsement of the 
Senator or the Representative of 
the Congressional district where the 
bank is to be located, giving 
satisfactory information in reference to 
the character and means of the applica- 
tions, when they will be conside im 
mediately upon their receipt, and if ap- 
proved the necessary forms for the or- 
ganization of the new banks will be at 
onee transmitted under the new appor- 
tionment. All the Western and Southern 
States, with the exception of Colorado 
Montana and Wyoming, will be entitled 
to additional circulation. The State of 
Indiana will be entitled to about $2,800,- 
000; Ohio to about $6,000,000; Minnesota. 
to about $6,000,000; Nebraska to about 

3,000,000. The other Western and 
outhern States will be entitled to much 
larger amounts. The following 
have been authorized to commence busi- 
ness: The People’s National Bank of 
Rock Island, Illinois, with a capital of 
$100,000; First National Bank of Belle- 
ville, Illinois, $135,000; Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank, Winchester, Ky., $126,500; 
National Southern Bank of Bowlin 
, $50,000; Marion Nati 
A Ky. $600,000. Na-

CAUSES OF DELAY. 


Comp. (ien.—Iw the larger and more 
Seneeiy poppiged counties it ig impossible 
to ma e settlements pfomptly as in 
sinall counties. The law requires Tax Col- 
lectors to settle with this office by the 15th 
of December each year. But so far as large 
counties are concerned, it is a dead letter. 
It has never been done, nor never will be 
done. To obviate this, section 869 of the 
code, gives the Comptroller General the 
power to allow under certain circumstances 
‘further and sufficient time’’ to make settle- 
ments, 

Another reason is the pcople wont pay 
their taxes, for the following reason : 

Our tax laws are defective in many par- 
ticulars. Irefer tomy report to the Legisla- 
ture recommending the passage of an act to 
regulate these inperfections and cure the de- 
fects of the law.

1. The 808th section of the Code (new) 
provides fur redeeming land sold under tax 
executions. The owner may, within twelve 


paying purchase money and a “premium 
thereon from date of the purchase to the 
time of payment”’ of ‘‘ten per cent.’’ This 
law, in my opinion, seriously impedes the 
collection of taxes. A age many tax-pay- 
ers take advantage of this law to postpone 

yment of their legal tax twelve months, 

oney ts worth more than 10 per cent. per 
annum; therefore, the citizen, as a business 
transaction, can afford to postpone payment 
of his tax and let his property go to sale. But 


at such sates, well knowing that the land can 
be redeemed by the owner within twelve 
months by paying ten percent., and, like the 
owner, he cannot ord to loan money at 
such low rates. The consequence is that 
the Sheriff can find no purchasers, Collec- 
tors write to me that often they cannoteven 
get a bid on such oecasions, and cman 
put property up on sevefal sale days with 
like discouraging results. This is not one 
of the resulta of the present financial a nea 
but has existed for several years. This w 

a good law before the war, but times have 
changed. I therefore respectfplly recom- 
mend that the redemption price of lands 
sold for taxes, be changed by law from ‘‘ten’ 
to twenty per cent, 

Mr. I an ge informs me that he has adver 
tieed and brought vacant or unimproved 
land to sale, but could not find a bidder for 
them. Hence, though the owners of the 
land are “solvent,’’ the money can not be 
collected; and the amount stands ch 


| against the collector. This Is true in other 


counties, and is a strong reason why the 
law should be amended. 

The leniency heretofore ted tax col- 
lectors has, in my opinion, been too great, 
I think that they should be required to set- 
tle in full the taxes of one year before they 
commence collecting the taxes of the suc- 
ceeding year—that is to say, their insolvent 
lists must be allowed and a full ecttlement 
had with the State. I intend toenforce this 
rule. Last year I ‘fssued forty-four 
executions, vs. tax collectors of the 
State including Mr. Hoyle, but after a 
showing by himself and Judge Pittman I 
withdrew the fi. fa., a satisfied that the 
account had been overpaid, although it did 
not appear settled on the books because the 
insolvent lists were not brought in.
